T his only-could have made us en- 
dure an ACtion-we ſhould elle have: hated:; - prefuming our Kings loſe, 
ſhould have been His. Gain ; and our Yidlding, our Victory : But ſince we behold, 
roour unſpeakable Grief, that our Condiſſention is T reacherouſly abuled 
ro private Ends; and that ſhew of our Difloyalty, not made'a Remedy 
to the Government;but a Ruin to our King,and an Infamy-to our (elves, 
to (erve the turn-ot ſome Mens Avarice and Ambition ; Wethink fi: to 
Proteſt againſtſuch Injuſtice, and ro declare, We neither know, nor will ac- 
knowledge any other King, then JAMES the Second, who is owr Lawful.
